C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  (i)  Water. — Coventry  Corporation  completed  the 

extension  of  a  water  main  to  serve  Stoneleigh  Village  during 
the  year. 
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Following  a  Public  Inquiry/  held  in  April,  1940,  approval 
was  given  to  a  modified  scheme  for  a  water  siippl}/  for  the 
Parish  of  Radford  Semele.  The  supply  will  be  from  a  deep 
borehole  which  was  sunk  in  1938  and  will  extend  over  the 
area  where  samples  taken  from  existing  shallow  wells  have 
shown  a  preponderance  of  water  unfit  for  drinking  purposes. 
This  area  chiefl}/  comprises  the  village.  I  understand  that 
the  work  of  mainlaying  and  installation  of  pumping  equip¬ 
ment  will  be  undertaken  during  the  ensuing  year. 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. — There  was  one  small  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  various  sewerage  schemes  during  the  3^ear,  this 
being  at  Leek  Wootton,  where  improvements  in  the  sewage 
disposal  arrangements  were  carried  out. 

2.  (i)  Closet  Accommodation. — Conversion  of  the  re¬ 
maining  privies  and  pail  closets  to  water  closets  in  the 
Parish  of  Whitnash  was  continued  wherever  possible.  Con¬ 
versions  included  32  pail  closets  serving  houses  owned  by 
the  Council. 

(ii)  Pnhlic  Cleansing. — Public  cleansing  is  carried  out 
in  eight  parishes  b}/  direct  labour. 

D.  HOUSING. 

3.  Overcrowding. — There  was  again  little  change  in 
the  extent  of  overcrowding  generally.  A  number  of  cases 
occasioned  by  the  voluntary  billeting  of  evacuees  and  war 
workers  was  reported,  but  upon  investigation  few  were 
found  to  infringe  the  now  suspended  Housing  Act  standard. 
A  great  deal  of  temporary  billeting  took  place  towards  the 
end  of  the  year,  but  the  extent  of  possible  overcrowding 
could  not  be  ascertained. 

4.  Re-housing. — The  twelve  new  houses  built  in 
Bubbenhall  to  rehouse  tenants  from  Clearance  Areas  in  that 
village  were  completed  and  tenanted. 

The  14  houses  in  course  of  erection  in  the  Parish  of 
Cubbington  were  not  completed. 

Fourteen  houses  for  which  assistance  under  the  Housing 
(Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1938,  had  been  promised  were 
completed.  Six  of  them  were  built  in  the  Parish  of  Stone- 
leigh,  four  being  occupied  by  tenants  from  condemned 
houses  and  two  by  agricultural  workers  ;  four  were  built 
in  the  Parish  of  Wasperton  and  occupied  by  tenants  from 
condemned  houses  ;  two  for  agricultural  workers  were  built 
in  Bishops  Tachbrook  and  the  remaining  two,  also  for  agri¬ 
cultural  workers,  were  built  in  the  Parisli  of  Norton  Lindsey. 
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Tliroiif^liout  the  district,  houses  subject  to  Clearance 
or  Demolition  Orders  which  became  vacant  during  the  year 
were  in  most  cases  relet  to  eligible  tenants,  such  houses  being 
made  subject  to  licences  to  relet. 

6.  Fitness  of  Twenty-one  houses  were  thor¬ 

oughly  repaired  following  notices  issued  in  relation  to 
houses  calling  for  urgent  attention. 

E.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. — The  position  regarding  the  production 
of  milk  remains  fairly  satisfactory.  The  year  brought  some 
notable  improvements  in  cowshed  and  dairy  buildings,  re¬ 
sulting  largelv  from  intimations  forwarded  to  farmers  during 
the  previous  year.  These  improvements  included  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  four  new  cowsheds,  twelve  cowsheds  entirely  rebuilt, 
tlie  erection  of  ten  new  cooler  houses,  thorough  repairs  to 
six  other  cooler  houses,  the  installation  of  steam  sterilizers 
at  seven  more  farms,  and  the  discontinuance  of  cow-keeping 
in  three  unsatisfactory  sheds. 

There  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of 
milking  machines  installed  and  at  practically  all  farms  pro¬ 
ducing  Accredited  milk  sterilizing  appliances  are  in  use. 

The  County  Council  issued  77  licences  to  accredited 
producers  in  this  district,  an  increase  of  five  compared  with 
last  3mar,  and  seven  licences  to  producers  of  Tuberculin 
Tested  milk,  as  compared  with  six  last  3^ear.
